The results of the meeting cannot

matter. It was said specifically that 
the Navy department of the Inlted 
Htates had been given the details of 
an invention which would make the 
battleship obsolete, and that while 
the department apparently was not 
paying much attention to the Informa- 
tion which had been put before It, the 
navy offices of other countries had 
been Investigating, invent lug nnd ei- 
l*rlmentlng along lines parallel to 
those which It was suggested the Unit- 
ed Htates should follow.

Oreat Britain today has called a halt 
In Kb uavy building program. Some 
students of naval matters hold that 
Great Britalu la waiting to determine 
definitely whether the new inventions 
will do all that Is claimed for them, 
and that If It Is fouud that they will, 
i hi whole nature of naval construc- 
tion In Great Britain will be changed 
to meet the new conditions. In other 
words, It Is said that Oreat Britain la 
holding back In order to avoid a great 
expenditure of money on types of ships 
which msy prove soon to be obsolete, 
either as means of defense or of of- 
fense. 

An engineer of high standing In New 
York day told the writer definitely 
not long ago that the Navy depart- 
ment had before It certain plans 
which. If given the consideration they 
deserved, would stop the building of 
all great battleships. I made some 
subsequent Inquiry concerning this 
mntter. and while It did not lend Into 
the Navy department. It led to some 
information which made It aeem prob- 
sble that the naval authorities of the 
world are giving consideration to cer- 
tain newly proposed methods of sea 
warfare which. If proved worthy, 
would change the sea fighting of the 
future. 

Something New In Torpedo Boats. 

In Washington there Is definite In- 
formation concerning the development 
Of "a small, almost submerged tor- 
pedo boat, capable of operating In a 
fairly rough »ni, and possessing great 
speed." which is one of the advances 
to be credited to the United States. 
I he question Is. if this type pf tiny 
fighter will render battleships obso- 
lete. Of course It cannot make them 
obaolete unless the Ingenuity of the 
defensive Is far behind In the race 
with the Ingenuity of the offensive.

Generation after generation of hi* people had lived in the 
familie* of cultured white people, and had themselves ab*orbed a 
kind of culture and refinement that ha* been the theme of »tory 
writera to the preaent day. To be sure, they were without educa- 
tion, and were oftentime* mercilessly treated, which I* to the 
of the white people But they were Christians, an.l 
a type of spiritual life that i* becoming eitinct among 
them. Fvery negro who breathes the free atmosphere of America 
owe* hi* freedom ami civilization to the sacrificial offering which 
hla ancestors made on the altar of slavery. But the above fact* 
do not lc»»en the obligation that rests upon u* to give protwtion 
and opportunity to a race which, without its consent, was forced to 
come Into our civilization and adopt our method* of living.

Doctors Unable to Discover the 
Source of Most Baffling and 
Fatal of 



WHITE POPULATION IMMUNE 



Ailment That Kills 20,000 Natives 
Every Year Starts In the Feet 
and Sprsads Upward, tha 
Body Becoming Swollen.

Only during the laat 12 months have 
the causes aud effect* of these alarm- 
ing deaths MM studied and recog- 
nized as a separate disease. The dis- 
covery was made a year ago by Dr. W. 
I.. Mann, surgeon of the I'nlted States 
navy, a unlive of Austin, Tex., whose 
naval rank la that of lieutenant com- 
mander, supervising the entire medi- 
cal department of the American-con- 
trolled Hendarmerle d'Haitl. • 

Dr. Mann I* a graduate of Harvard 
medical MMai bolder of several col- 
lege degree* and has spent the major 
part of his time tn tropical and sub- 
tropical countrlea. Ills writings on 
preventive medicine and tropical dis- 
ease and long experience equipped him 
to point out this mysterious diseuse 
sisin sfter his arrival In Haiti. 

Cause Undetermined. 

Aided by ihe medical officers of 
the geudsruierle in an Intensive re. 
search, Dr. Mann told the New York 
Tribune correspondent here that 
nothing has develo|K?d which may defi- 
nitely determine the cause of the dta- 
ease, which if aacvrtalned and meas- 
ures taken to combat would reault In 
the suviug of possibly more than 20,- 
um lives annually. 

The disease has three manifesta- 
tions. One <>f tfle most notable symp- 
toms Is swelling of certain parts of 
the body. The flesh become* water- 
logged or "driapslcal." It usually be- 
gin* in the fe.-t and spreads upward. 

Another form Is Ihe dry or einacl- 
sted type. The patient shows marked 
emaciation and dwindles almost to 
sklu and hones often dropsical 
changes to dry and let* versa. It la 
not unusual to see a patient almost 
a living skeleton, then develop a wet 
condition, and with the retention of 
fluid In the b.sly gum 'jo or 80 pounda 
In a few days and la-come so swollen 
up that recognition of bis feuiures Is 
difficult. 

one of the mysteries of the disease 
Is that women seldom. If ever, con 
tract II. One medical officer In Haiti 
Ins ,,t, served more than l.lHIO cases 
without tin. ling a single case among 
females. At one time during Doctor 
Mann's Investigations wouieu were 
supposed to Is? entirely Itnmuue. 
Finally three cases among women de- 
veloped at the same dwelling place. 
This combination of circumstances 
suggested s disease of an Infectious 
nature.

The reports sImiw that diet 
variation has produced no marked ben- 
eficial results either as a curative 
or preventive. Thl* bus destroyed a 
theory that war edema, prevalent In 
prison camps, due to faulty nourish- 
ment, has a relation lo psuedo beri- 
beri.

Again Cyrus showed his 
generosity, for instead of torturing 
and killing Croesus, Cyrus allowed 
him to live in comfort and even lux 
ury in his captivity, and made him 
his personal friend and adviser. It 
is relit«d that Cyrus used to take 
Croesus along with him on later ex- 
peditions in order to consult him in 
time of need. 

Cyrus in Babylonia 

Cyrus next directed his efforts 
against the great king of Babylonia. 
Belshatzar. Cyrus attacked him in 
the strong city of Babylon, which 
men thought could never be taken by 
a hostile army But at length the 
great city, with its fabulous wealth, 
fell into the hands of Cyrus and his 
mountain men. You remember the 
story told In the book of Daniel of 
how Cyrus broke in upon Belshazar's 
feast on that fateful night.

The poet's fare was .imple. His 
breakfast consisted of hominy or oat- 
meal, or griddle cakes, and in season 
he relished baked apples and fruit, 
in Its natural form or freshly 
Iso very fond of 
of buckwheat and 
vegetables. Under no circumstances 
did he ever touch tea or coffee, nor 
did he ever touch meat at the morn- 
ing meal. Occasionally he drank 
chocolate, but he usually preferred 
water In the country he dined early 
and it was only at that meal that he 
ate sparingly of either fish or meat. 
At tea time hi* repast consisted of 
a little bread and butter with fruit 
if any happened to be on the board. 



Obviously fruit product* constituted 
a considerable portion of his diet, for 

sume them at any time during the 
day and at each meal with great sat- 
isfaction ami no discomfiture. 

Bryant was not a total abstainer, 
for now and then, though seldom, he 
took a glass of wine. Yet he was 
naturally a temperance man and wine 
"rather confused than exhilarated 
him " Along with his temperance he 

only avoided it* use. but he 
tempted to discourag 
who was addicted to it* noxiousness 

Yet legends and myths surround a'.l 
great men as they surrounded th • 
lurtrious, ill fated Edgar Allen Poe. 
and they are whispered from ear to 
ear even though they may be vlciou- 
and brazen untruths. Accordingly. 
Bryant wa. accused of habitually tak- 
ing quinine as a slim 
poetry, and that a. a result he 
as "deaf as a post." As a matter of 
fact, however, William Cullen enjoye«l 
an acute sense of hearing and eye- 
sight to the very end of his days. In- 
deed, for fear of impairing his health, 
he even hesitated to use pepper and 
spices in his food. 

Bryant was one of the few men 
who lived in his age who was master 
of mind and body. He wa* horn in a 
log cabin and at a time when mental 
and phyiical education wa* difficult t<> 
acquire. He wa* poor when he 
started, poor in every res pert of the 
word, but he toiled like a Michael 
Angelo, only more sanely, and at the 
end he attained the height of an 
earthly perfection. 

During boyhood and early manhood 
he was described as being tall and 
slender, but not sturdy and capable 
of enduring strenuous activity, as he
